tion against American meats is based on qual- 


ity, our exporters should make quality their 
great aim until they are amply satisfied that 
their products are at all events equal to those 
of other countries. We know that some of 
our packers like to boast that American 
products are equal to any in the world, and 
perhaps they are in many respects, but after 
all when we see that other countries are get- 
ting ahead of us in the great markets of the 
world, must believe that the boast is 
more patriotic and sentimental than real, and 
it seems folly that we should blind ourselves 
to the actual facts as shown by statistics and 
prices. Of course, when compared to the re- 
sorces of this country, those of competiag 
countries, such as Denmark, Lreland and 
Canada are comparatively small, but despite 
this fact the bacon products of any of these 
countries bring bigher prices than American 
products in the European market, and so far 
as Canada and Denmark are concerned, it 
seems to us that this competition will last to 
the limit of production and that unless a giant 
effort is made by American exporters in the 
direction of an improvement in quality, Euro- 
pean demand for our goods will grow less 
and less. We are well aware of the unsatis- 
factory conditions which the packer has. to 
contend with in this matter, but the foreign 
buyer takes no sentimental view of the situa- 
tion, and if our products are not what he 
needs for his trade, he goes elsewhere. The 
conditions call for no revolution. exactly in 
the business there will always be, we 
presume, a proportionate demand for such 
meats as come from large hogs, but the fact 
is more and more forcing itself on the trade 
that every character of demand needs nurs- 
ing and none more so than that from abroad. 
Our hope is to see American meat products 
of every kind shipped all over the world and 
in demand through good quality as well as 
price in every market on the face of the earth. 
Our production is and will continue to in- 
crease as new territory is opened up and out- 
lets must be found for our surplus else the 
period of stagnation and low prices will be on 
an “ad infinitum” and we will be in 
the rut for years to come.

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THE IRISH BACON TRADE. 


The packers in the North of Ireland, known 
as the Ulster Bacon Curers’ Association, held 
their annual meeting recently in Belfast and 
from the character of the discussion, it is 
very evident that the Irish bacon trade is in 
anything but a flourishing condition and is ex- 
periencing some of the difficulties which are 
recognized as factors on this side of the At- 
lantic. Lreland, which at in 
the front rank as a bacon producing country, 
has now been relegated to second place 
through Danish competition and the progress 
which that country has made within the past 
few years in the science of bacon curing. It 
would from the annual report of the 
association that the lean meat question is at 
the present time giving just as much trouble 
to the Irish packers as it is to the packers of 
America. The following extract from the as- 
sociation’s annual report will give an idea as 
to the situation: 


“The year 1895 has been uneventful in the 
history of the Ulster Curers’ Association. No 
meeting of the members has been held, and 
no business calling for the joint action of the 
trade has been undertaken. Vith the ex- 
perience of the winter of 1895-96 before them, 
it is now generally felt by provision curers in 
Ireland that strenuous efforts must be made 
to meet the competition in the English mar- 
kets arising from the large imports of Danish 
meats into England, which have increased 
enormously within recent years. It is recog- 
nized also that with the altered nature of the 
competition from Denmark, farmers in Ire- 
land must confine their attention to raising of 
the best quality pork suitably lean, there be- 


one time stood 


seem 





ing no sale now for fat or second quality pork 





at prices which enable the curer to pay the 
farmer cost of production. Fat and second 
quality bacon must be sold in competition 
with American bacon, which is raised in large 
quantities at minimum cost. It is hoped that 
by concerted action on the part of the curers 
in Ulster, considerable improvement may be 
made in the breed of pigs of this district, in 
the direction of making them more suitable 
for the production of lean bacon and hams, 
such as the better class trade insist upon.” 


Mr. Thomas Sinclair, the chairman of the 
association, in reviewing the business of the 
past year and speaking for the curers of the 
North of Ireland said that “something must 
be done if they were to retain their position 
in the Cross-Channel markets.” “The 
Danes,” he said, “had shown an enterprise 
which was to be highly commended both in 
the improvement of the bacon which they had 
turned out and the breed of pigs they were 
rearing for that purpose, with a result that 
while the exports for the year 1887 amounted 
to, say 220,900 animals, it had last year ap- 
proached the product of a total of 1,200,000 
head.” He added further that he “regretted 
exceedingly that there was not the same en- 
terprise shown by the Irish farmers in their 
anxiety to produce the best class of pigs for 
curing purposes was evidenced by the 
Danes. It was a well-known fact that rep- 
resentatives were sent to Ireland from Den- 
mark to learn the art of curing, singeing and 
the preparation of bacon for the English mar- 
kets, and the Danes having the advantage of 
cheap food were thus placed in a better posi- 
tion to buy pork, and to compete with the 
Irish and English curers. While the Irish 
farmers produce heavy and fat pork, the 
Irish curers had very often to dispose of the 
same at little better than American prices.” 

Other gentlemen who were present spoke 
in substantially the same terms. The tenor 
of the proceedings goes to show, as we said 
before, that Danish competition has become a 
very potent factor in the bacon trade, and if 
American exporters in common with Irish cur- 
ers desire to hold even a portion of the Eng- 
lish trade, some extraordinary efforts must be 
made and without delay to accomplish this 
purpose. The situation is a serious one and 
cannot be too strongly emphasized. Our pack- 
ers must insist on asserting in the home mar- 
kets the character of the situation, and cannot 
do so in any better way than by showing the 
strongest discrimination against fat hogs and 
widening more and more the difference in 
price paid for hogs which are lean and de- 
sirable, and those which are fat and unde- 
sirable. Prompt and uniform action is neces- 
sary, the more so, as we are confronted with 
another enortious corn crop. The output of 
hog product€ im Ireland is of course small 
when compared to America’s production, but 
the same causes which have operated so dis- 
astrously against a thriving Irish industry are 
also militating against the industry in this 
country, and, whilst the effect so far has been 
comparatively light, as regards our products, 
the future must be considered and that with- 
out delay. 

Many of our friends may think that we are 
possibly harping too much on this string, and 
we may, perhaps, leave ourselves open to the 
charge of reiteration, but as the organ of the 
American packing industry, and knowing 
thoroughly and exactly what the situation is, 
we would not be true to the interest of the 
trade, if we did not review this important 
matter in its fullest sense and point persist- 
ently to the difficulties which the American 
trade must encounter if our methods of breed- 
feeding hogs are not radically 
changed. As we have said before, the farmer 
is master of the situation, and if he cannot 
be induced by suggestions and hints, as well 
as advice, to adopt the requirements of the 
times, the best way to do it is that packers 
severly discriminate against the heavy fat- 
laden hogs, which at one time amply filled re- 
quirements, but for which there is now no 
further demand, , 
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THE BUTTERINE INDUSTRY. 


While it is true that the butterine business 
is not as extensive or voluminous during the 
heated season as in the winter time, it is never- 
theless a fact that its sale, relatively speaking, 
is very much greater in the summer, when 
compared with the sales of butter, all things 
taken into consideration—such as plentiful- 
ness of dairy butter, as well as its cheapness, 
all that butterine has, as a rule, to be ship- 
ped great distances, which occasions shrink- 
age and general disarrangement, whereas 
dairy butter during the heated season may 
be purchased near home, and also because 
dairy butter during the heated season is at 
its best. Taking these things into considera- 
tion, butterine sells better in the summer 
time than the natural butter. 


We think the foregoing points, kindly fur- 
nished by a subscriber, may be interesting to 
the trade generally.

The ‘Normanton Mcat Export Co., of 
Queensland, capital £100,000, in shares of £1 
each, is on the market.

As a result of treating 3,000 sheep at one 
of the Queensland works, about 5s. 7d. per 
head was lately netted for the tallow and 
sheepskins, after payment of all charges for 
boiling, freight, insurance, commission, etc. 
Another lot of 6,000, treated at the same 
works, but with less wool on the skins, gave 
an average of 3s. 10d. per head, which, con- 
sidering the low price of tallow, is fairly sat- 
isfactory. The sheepskins in these lots 
realized up to 534d. per ID., and the tallow to 
£20 12s. 6d. per ton.—Ex. 


While at Geelong recently the Minister of 
Agriculture inspected the refrigerating works 
of the Western Wimmera Districts Freezing 
Co., on the north shore of Corio Bay, which 
have just been completed at a cost of nearly 
£20,000. It is his intention to ask the agents 
of the Lund’s and Aberdeen lines of steam- 
ers, which have secured the government con- 
tract for the conveyance of perishable prod- 
ucts to London, to call at Geelong for consign- 
ments of butter. This will perhaps be once 
a fortnight during the season, and the butter 
will be inspected by the government dairy ex- 
pert before being refrigerated at the works. 
If this course is adopted it will save railway 
freights between Geelong and Melbourne.—

WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A HALT IN THE ADVANCE 

has characterized these markets and a reac- 
tion, in fact, from the advance of last week, 
without any real change in the legitimate or 
speculative situation. The fright of the 
shorts in September pork last week was fol- 
lowed, as then noted, by free selling by the 
Canadian syndicate brokers, supposed for its 
account, to take profits on their purchases 
under $7, which is said to be the average 
cost of their holdings, which have been va- 
riously estimated at 100,000 to 200,000 bbls. 
by the Montreal papers. Yet the sales by 
their brokers were not placed above 30,000 
bbls., although the trade has partly accepted 
the report that the big shorts in Chicago had 
settled at about $7.50 and the syndicate sold 
out. But we doubt this very much; for if 
there was enough short in interest to enable 
the syndicate to squeeze the shorts up nearly 
$1 per bbl. in a single day, as they did last 
week, why should it let them off so easily, at 
only 50c. per bbl. above the average price 
claimed to be paid for its holdings? In 
speaking of this deal, the Montreal “Trade 
Bulletin,” which seems to have been very 
well informed of what the Canadian syndi- 
cate has been about, says in its last issue: 

Just eight weeks ago the “Trade Bulletin” 
made the statement that Mr. Forget, of L. J. 
Forget & Co., of this city, was a heavy pur- 
chaser of pork in Chicago for a Canadian 
syndicate, stating that the parties in the deal 
were well able to take care of it, even if it 
came to a fight with Armour, and taking de- 
livery of the pork. Subsequently we an- 
nounced the fact that the great bulk of the 
syndicate’s pork held in Ottawa and Mon- 
treal was bought at $7.02%4; but, as recently 
stated by us, a considerable quantity was 

urchased at under that figure, several lines 

ing taken at around $6, and at the time of 
writing (Tuesday), the day of the first big 
advance, two large lines were bought at 
$6.47% and $6.60 respectively, and the syndi- 
eate called on Chicago later in the day for 
return margins. Papers in the United States 
which five or six weeks ago ridiculed the 
“Trade Bulletin” for supposing that Mon- 
treal men were capable of running a pork 
deal, now talk of the Montreal pork syndi- 
cate as if it were an actual entity carrying 
from 200,000 to 275,000 bbls. And this in 
face of the gregt Chicago packers being pitted 
against them on the short side of the deal. 

It also has the following in another article 
which shows why American bacon is not 
going into export more freely, as Canadian 
is taking its place: 

Quite an advance has taken place in Cana- 
dian bacon in England, sales of which, ac- 
cording to cable advices, have been made 
within the past two or three days in Liver- 
pool and Manchester at a rise of 2s. to 2s. 6d. 
per cwt. Considerable quantities of both 
hams and bacon are going forward to Liver- 
pool, where it is expected they will meet a 
good market. It is about time that a change 
for the better was made, and prices regained 
their normal status. 

Bearing on the point recently raised in 
this article that retail prices are kept so 
high in this country that consumers do not 








get their share of the decline in hog prod- 
ucts, the same paper gives the following in- 
teresting comparison of prices: 

A great deal has been written about the 
duty on pork and hogs and the hardships im- 
posed upon consumers thereby, when the 
fact of the matter is that the products of 
the hog are actually selling retail in Chicago 
for more money than consumers in this city 
are paying. Take, for instance, lard, which 
is being retailed in Chicago at 1c. to 2c. per 
Id higher prices than in Canada. Also in cut 
meats, such as hams, consumers in Chicago 
are paying 1c. to 2c. per ID) more than in 
Montreal. The same thing exists in the mat- 
ter of barrelled pork, consumers having to 
pay fully as high prices in the United States 
as in Canada. 

In our last the types made “not” out of 
the word now, and thus gave the opposite 
meaning and state of facts intended and ex- 
isting, in a sentence which should have read: 
“The stocks which have been the next buga- 
boo in importance to the “silver panic” have 
now probably reached their maximum as a 
whole.” 

On this point we are corroborated by an- 
other exchange in its last issue, which thus 
speaks of the stocks of meats, and shows 
also that consumption is greater than a year 
ago, as we have claimed, but not realized 
for the reason shown in our last, that it has 
gone from the old jobbing channels direct 
through the dressed beef houses, who have 
their agents in every town of importance in 
the country. It says this: 

The reported stocks of meats at the promi- 
nent markets reported regularly show consid- 
erable decrease compared with a month ago, 
notwithstanding the liberal manufacture. The 
aggregate for Aug. 1 is 31,500,000 ID smaller 
than July 1; for corresponding time last 
year there was a reduction of 49,500,000 Ib, 
a difference of 18,000,000 Ib, but the manu- 
facture at these points the past month was 
24,000,000 ID more than for the correspond- 
ing period last year, which means that the 
distribution exceeded last year 6,000,000 Ib 
for the month from these three points. The 
total now of meats for these places is only 
29,000,000 ID in excess of a year ago. 

It also says of the tendency of prices: 

The market has developed a shaping to 
higher values—largely due to the influence of 
the oversold condition of September pork at 
Chicago, which brought about something of a 
flurry the past two days, the highest point on 
yesterday being $1.52% per bbl. above the 
low point at the beginning of the week—but 
75c. of this advance was lost at the close on 
yesterday, on realizing sales. Lard and 
meats have shared in fair degree in the up- 
ward tendency, and there appears to be more 
ground for the view that the low point of the 
season has been passed. The week’s exports 
of lard were fair, but moderate of meats, 
the aggregate falling sharply short of cor- 
responding time last year. 

This is in line with the view of the situa- 
tion taken in one or two last articles, and 
the one now generally accepted by the trade, 
notwithstanding the government report since 
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raises its previous high estimate of the corn 


crop. Receipts of hogs have run very light 
again this week, as they did last, when they 
aggregated only 130,000 at the West and

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 
TALLOW.—‘Midsummer dullness - still 
reigns supreme” in these markets, as it has 
for the last two or three months, to use the 
stale, stilted and silly verbiage of the sensa- 
tional press. But everything in this weather 
is stale and most things silly, for this is the 


silly season, and any one who expects any- 
body to do business, not compulsory, with 
the temperature of the past two or three 


weeks, is still more silly. Equally so is he 
who expects a review of such a market to be 
interesting, for there is absolutely nothing 
of interest to write of or about. 

Of demand there is practically 
buyers the same is true, no matter how big 
the supply, there is nothing for the seller to 
do but wait till the former return, This is 
what and about all that has been done in 
these markets this week to date. 

The local trade, and possibly an occasional 
export order for 50 or 75 hhds,. city tallow 
has been all reported in the New York mar- 
ket, and small lots of country at 24%@3 1-16c., 
packages free. But the total to this writing 
would not amount to more than 300 hhds. of 
the former and 200,000 ID of the latter, to 
which 175 hhds. city may be added on weekly 
contracts. But the large melters and export- 
ers alike are out of the market or waiting 
for each other to come in; and each seems 
determined not to be the first to do so. Yet 
the delay from week to week of exporters to 
come in is telling on holders in this weather 
and on a tighter money market, while stocks 
are accumulating at the rate of 300 to 400 
hhds. per week in New York, and must now 
be about 4,700 hhds., unless the trade are 
away off in their calculations, as lately ex- 
plained in this article. Outports are hardly 
able to do better than New York, and they 
are credited with weekly 
half their output also. The West may be 
doing better. But hardly, since the late sales 
for local and export account, reported in our 
last, for conditions in the interior are the 
same as at the seaboard, namely, production 
in excess of consumption, though the former 
is at the minimum of the year, and especially 
so during this excessively heated and pro- 
tracted term, when meat consumption is 
lighter than ever. This last is about all that 
ean be said in favor of holders, though buy- 
ers for export, if there be such, can scarcely 
hope to buy below 8c. with the late higher 
prices for lard and stronger position of cotton- 
seed oil, on account of reduced estimates, If 
the two latter articles are so cheap that they 
can go no lower, or find buyers at present 
prices, there does not seem to be much 
chance for lower tallow. In fact, the stub- 
bornness with which all prime stock, city and 
country, holds at 3c., seems to indicate that 
it, too, or its producers, think it time it had 
“found bottom,” too. Indeed, it is to be hoped 
so, for such low prices mean depression and 
stagnation so long as they exist, and no one 
would wish weak conditions permanent, even 
if personally he gains a temporary benefit; for 
all other industries allied thereto are affected 
thereby, and the circle of influence gradually 
extends to the whole body commercial, like 
the rings produced in a body of water, how- 
ever large, by the stone thrown into any part 
of its surface, however small the pebble may 
be.

OLEO STEARINE AND OIL have both 
been even more restricted in demand than the 
tallow market, and without change in prices 
Bast or West reported for the former, be- 
cause there has not been enough demand to 
make concessions worth offering, even had 
holders been inclined to make them, which is 
not certain, as they claim small stocks and 
light production, that keeps supplies at the 
Bast down to the current very limited de- 
mand. Yet there is a plenty to go around 
when anybody wants any, which is the case 
once or twice a week with local refiners, who 
take 125.000-ID lots only at a time, so small 
are their wants. The New York price is still 
4l%c., and last sales in Chicago reported were 
at 3%c. But these were some time ago, and 
it would look as if there had been accumula- 
tions since, in that market, if not in the 
Bast, as the same conditions are general. 
Exporters do not seem to come in again at 
the last price paid, but as in tallow, they wait 
their time and accumulations to press on the 
market, when they bid for round lots at a 
reduced price, and generally get what they 
want. As there is a constant surplus of pro- 
duction over home wants of this product, as 
well as of tallow itself, exporters are enabled 
to make their own price by waiting. 

Oils have remained quiet in Rotterdam, so 
far as any reports have been made public, 
at the last quotations of 27 to 29 for standard 
to choice extra brands, at which that mar- 
ket was well cleaned up two or three weeks 
ago. It is therefore supposed that its wants 
were pretty well filled then; and that the ad- 
vance since asked by pressers on this side has 
checked trade. Reduced output here is 
claimed to have caused light offerings and 
no pressure to sell, while the excessive heat 
has made both pressers and exporters indif- 
ferent about doing business. Lard oil has 
dragged along at the late reaction without 
feature or change in prices. Lard stearines 
have been as neglected as ever, with sellers 
at 414c. for city and 414c. Western at the 
seaboard, though lard itself has been firmer. 
But there is so little demand from the refin- 
ers for stearine that the market for that has 
not yet sympathized with the raw material. 
Exporters also seem as indifferent as home 
refiners, and there is not enough reported do- 
ing from week to week to make a market. 

Nothing further was reported in way of 
change in prices or business after midweek, 
except job lots for local refiners and small 
sales-of the oil to be shipped, on which no 
price has been given nor amount of sales re- 
ported. There is supposed to have been a 


small business in Rotterdam for the week, 
but no particulars have been reported.

Messrs. Hood & Partners, Ltd., are about

The directors of Price’s Patent Candle Co., 
Ltd., England, announce that, subject to 
audit, and without making any deduction for 
depreciation, the accounts for the half-year 
ended June 30, to be presented at the general 
meeting, to be held in London on Sept. 11, 
show a profit of about £37,800. The directors 
will recommend the distribution of a dividend 
of 16s. per share, which will absorb £30,000. 

In the English Chancery Division on July 
18 a petition was made on behalf of the Mill- 
bay Soap Co. to reduce the capital of the 
company. Mr. Martelli said the company was 
formed with a capital of £50,000, divided into 
2,000 shares of £25 each. Of this £22 10s. 
had been paid up on each share in cash, mak- 
ing £45,000. The deed of settlement con- 
tained no power to reduce the capital, but 
by special resolutions took power to reduce 
its capital by writing off £5,000, as lost cap- 
ital, and returning £5,000 as being in excess of 
the wants of the company.

At first there was 
a considerable loss, but in recent years it 
had been very prosperous, and from time to 
time made considerable profits, which had 
been accumulated, and it was now desired to 
distribute a portion of these accumulations 
among the shareholders. The company 
would now have a capital of £40,000, in- 
stead of £50,000. Mr. Justice Chitty con- 
firmed the scheme for the reduction of the 
capital as proposed. 

In the Chancery Division of the English 
High Court Mr. Farwell, Q. C., moved on be- 
half of Brooke’s Soap, Ltd., for an order for 
attachment against Messrs. Ginner, Morton 
& Goddard, agents in England of the 
Brooke’s Soap Manufacturing Co., of Amer- 
ica, for breach of an undertaking given on 
March 31, 1896. Counsel said that the de- 
fendants had given an undertaking to so dis- 
tinguish their wrappers from those of the 
plaintiffs’ as to avoid all possibility of resem- 
blance. All they had done, however, was to 
alter the color of their wrappers, the pack- 
ages in other respects remaining much the 
same.

CHICAGO. 


PACKER HIDES.—It becomes’ very 
monotonous to have to write from week to 
week that the only change in hides is to low- 
er figures at each quotation, and yet we are 
compelled to do it, but after all, as we have 
stated, this is not all evil, by any means. It 
is well known that hides were advancing 
while nearly everything else was declining in 
price, and the tanners failed to see where 
they were to get any advantage or even to 
get the return of their money so long as 
leather remained stationary, or, as was the 
case in some kinds of leather, the price went 
lower. It is true that in certain grades of 
leather prices, owing to the small supply, 
have remained firm, but in other cases prices 
have gone considerable lower. Under such 
conditions tanners could not be expected to 
continue purchasing hides with a certainty of 
making a loss. Union sole leather has de- 
clined le. Rough leather from 1@2c. and 
belting butts at least 2c. Taken as an aver- 
age, the prices of hides are not lower than 
for the month of August, even now, but we 
are too apt to make our comparisons with 
last year, when the price of native hides was 
forced up. to 14e., and other grades in pro- 
portion. It is true that at that time a good 
many people thought that scarcity warranted 
hides in going to such extreme figures, but 
as it proved such was not the case, for in 
that, as in everything else, prices brought 
stock from all over the world, and it was 
soon found that we had more hides than were 
needed at such high prices. 

In hides, as in other things, when prices 
are very low, it leads to increased consump- 
tion, not only in the regular lines of trade, 
but they are turned to other uses because 
they are cheap, but when prices again go 
high consumption is curtailed and the less- 
ened demand soon tells on the market. It is 
true, as we have often stated, that hides are 
not plentiful, but yet there is evidently 
enough for the present conditions of business, 
and until conditions show a material change 
it is not wise to try and force prices above 
what the market will stand. We repeat 
what we have said for the past few weeks, 
that any quotations we may give are nominal 
and liable to change at any time. We quote.

KANSAS CITY. 


The hide market is a puzzle and a surprise 
to the oldest heads. The packers are very 
nervous. After the sales of last week, fully 
30,000 hides having changed hands, it looked 
as if the position of the lucky packers would 
prove a good vantage ground to make a stand 
against lower prices. But—and for the past 
two years there is always a “but” in regard 
to high-priced articles—but the packers be- 
came suddenly anxious, not for the hides still 
uncured in their cellars, but actually some 
of them for the hides they would probably 
take off in the next two weeks. After the 
sales of last week the market became very 
quiet. The great bulk of the tanners re- 
fused to come to market. They still refuse— 
and price seems to have no attraction at 
present. To be sure, there is a very good 
reason for this hesitancy—in fact, half a 
dozen good reasons. The New York papers 
have in a general manner given themselves 
over to so much “billingsgate” in this cam- 
paign that really the people—the men who 
have money to loan—are getting to think that 
such balderdash as repudiation and anarchy 
must be in the air. So with prime mercantile 
paper at 6144@71%4 very few men in mercantile 
business can afford to pay such interest and 
take a risk besides. The tanners were bitten 
by high prices last year, and though condi- 
tions are very different as to the surplus of 
cattle, still as native steers once went a beg- 
ging at 5c. per h—there may be a probability 
—though a very small probability, of such 
coming again. And as they all wish to get on 
the ground floor, they keep out of the mar- 
ket, awaiting the settling—but all watching 
like hawks for that one moment—when stag- 
nation has done its best—for at that mo- 
ment the wise tanner who can grasp the 
situation has, as sure as the sun is in the 
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heavens, a fortune in his grasp if he can 
steady his nerves to make the grasp a large 
one. Everything points at present writing 
to lower prices in the next few weeks, unless 
the public press will cease to be calamity 
howlers—if they let the public take heart ; 
little the downward tendency of prices will 
be stopped; if not, then surely there is a time 
very near at hand when a bold operator can 
have a fortune to grasp. It will be the op- 
portunity of a lifetime. Seventy million of 
people, with a more than an average harvest 
behind them, with all articles of commerce 
down as low as ever in the history of the 
country in the last thirty years—with all 
kinds of speculation dead as a doornail—must 
wear shoes, and will wear shoes—and for 
shoes they must have leather, and to make 
leather (for we have to make leather, supply- 
ing even the needs of Europe—in this Eng- 
land cannot help us), we must have hides 

and the supply of hides is not over and above 
by 1,000 hides what will be required for our 
actual necessity. 
hides at 6c. 


Texas and native 
show ample working margin 
for a tanner—below these figures there is a 
good profit—at 5c. for branded cows there is 
“a mint of money.” Hides just now are the 
primest of the year. The shortest hair, the 
most free of grubs, the hide in a_ healthy 
state to take the most liquor—therefore to 
have such hides going begging at low prices 
is a boon to the man who can purchase. The 
packers are carrying large stocks of other 
commodities, they are killing cattle every day, 
can get their profit on the animal independent 
of the hide, will be free sellers, and the hold- 
ers for higher prices for hides will be the ex- 
ception—not the rule, among them. For the 
next two months no article of commerce will 
repay the watcher so well to watch and be as 
interesting in its antics of fluctuating prices 
as the downs and ups of the packer hide.

SUMMARY. 

We have been tempted to leave out our 
usual summary of the market and leave the 
reader to his inclination as to what the con- 
clusion is, but it would hardly be fair to 
shirk our duty because the weather has been 
extremely hot or for any other cause. The 
readers of “The National Provisioner” know 
that no matter if Farmer Dunn, of the 
Weather Bureau, has gone mad, and in con- 
sequence has given us weather entirely un- 
suitable for comfort or business, yet they are 
sure to get their favorite paper on time and 
as full of meat as though the weather were 
cool and comfortable. Well, as to the hide 
market, we can only deal as to its present 
condition, and that is a weak market as to 
prices, and yet strong as to statistics, and all 
that is needed is a settled condition so that 
people will know where we stand, and we 
will soon see the packers and hide dealers 
smiling at the thought of the pleasant things 
in store for them, and by this we mean that 
the “smiling” will be done in their offices 
























































and not “around the corner.’ There is noth- 
ing in the hide situation to give uneasiness, 
and in estimating present conditions it should 
be borne in mind that dealings in hides in 
August are usually on a limited scale, but we 
have good reason to believe that the extreme 
hot weather will soon be over, and then tan- 
ners are likely to want hides. The fact is, 
there are rumors and quite lively ones, con- 
sidering the hot weather that some of the 
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large tanning concerns are making bids at the 
principal hide centers that if accepted would 
clear out the bulk of the stock now on hand, 
and in that case prices would surely stiffen. 
Again, we should remember that hides are not 
extremely low when we compare them with 
the average price for a term of years. This 
is especially the case with cow hides which 
have not declined as steers have, owing to 
the small supply and also to the many uses 
to which they are put. Taken as a_ whole, 
the market is in good condition, and dealers 
have cause for congratulation rather than 
for alarm, as it is safe to say that no line of 
business had stood the depression so well as 
the hide and leather trade.

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COTTONSEED OIL.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A WAITING MARKET. 

The situation of this market, as noted in 
our last week's article, is one of uncertainty 
and doubt, waiting for the confirmation of 
the damage reported to the cotton crop, on 
which the market for that staple went wild 
last week, and from the excitement of which 
it has not yet fully recovered its equilibrium. 
Such confirmation came early this week in 
the government report of the condition of 
this crop on Aug. 1, showing a reduction of 
12.4 per cent. during the month of July. But 
this, of course, does not cover the most erit- 
ical period for the crop during the first half 
of August, when the excessive heat has been 
almost universal, as well as unitermittent, 
throughout the cotton belt not only, but the 
country. This reduction for July was due, 
however, to two causes, too much rain on the 
coast and continued drought and excessive 
heat in the Gulf and Mississippi Valley and 
Southwestern States. The rains that had 
fallen during July in the drought section 
were reported to have been too late to afford 
any relief, so that no help for a short crop 
can be looked for from that half or two- 
thirds of the belt. The warmer and dryer 
weather of the last two or three weeks may 
prove of some benefit to the Atlantic States, 
yet scarcely enough to offset the increased 
damage since Aug. 1 in the Mississippi Val- 
ley and Southwest by continued drought and 
excessive heat. The entire cotton belt there- 
fore is likely to have been reduced during the 
latter period, though the downward reaction 
in the cotton market may have given the op- 
posite idea. But the latter was natural and 
must have come sooner or later after such 
an excited market and wild advance, no mat- 
ter what the crop situation might have been, 
for when the shorts, who made that advance 
possible, had covered, the support of the mar- 
ket was gone, and when the eleyenth-hours 
bulls undertook to realize their profits, as al- 
Ways too late, they found no one to take their 
load until they let the price down to a level 
that was regarded as too low to last, and 
hence brought in new buyers for the next 
advance. Further than this, the course of 
the cotton market has not indicated the legi 
timate situation, based upon the new crop 
prospects, as reduced on Aug. 1. This specu- 
lation readjustment of prices to the statistical 
position on that date, therefore, cannot be 
relied upon as anticipating correctly the fu- 
ture value of cotton, for bull manipulation 
had much to do with the bear panic, and no 
doubt forced prices too high, while it was also 
no doubt instrumental in the subsequent 
break, to shake out outside bulls and enable 
the original inside ones to buy back their 
lines at a point regarded by them as too low 
to last. 

This much as to the action of the cotton 
market, as indicating the extent of the crop 
damage and the probable output of the new 
crop of cottonseed oil. But the government 
report by States affords another and perhaps 
safer basis for such an estimate, as it lo- 
cates the damage and enables, by a conypar- 
ison of States with last crop, to estimate 
the present more closely than the general 
average showing 12.4 reduction. We there- 
fore give here the figures, by States, for the 
past five years, together with conditions on 
July 1 and August 1 this year:

These figures show the largest falling off 
in condition for July in the Atlantic States, 
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in Virginia of 11 per cent; the least in Georgia 
of 2 per cent., and an average for those five 
States of a trifle over 7 per cent., against an 
average of 18.5 for the six Gulf and Missis- 
sippi Valley States, of which the greatest 
falling off was in Arkansas, 35 per cent.; 
the next in Louisiana, of 80 per cent., and 
the least in Alabama, of 5 per cent. Tak- 
ing these figures, in connection with the con- 
clusion drawn in preceding remarks, that the 
condition in the latter group of States is 
likely to have been damaged since Aug. 1 
by excessive heat and continued drought 
more than the former group has been bene- 
fited by cessation of excessive moisture, they 
would seem to indicate not only a lower gen- 
eral condition than on Aug. 1, but that the 
general average reduction of 12.4 on that 
date did not fully represent the reduction of 
the crop, as the chief producing States showed 
the above 18.5 reduction there to be only a 
trifle over 7 per cent. in the smaller produc- 
ing States. But a comparison with last year’s 
report, Aug. 1, by States, shows an average 
of 9 per cent. increase over last year in the 
four Atlantic States, down to Florida, which 
is 8 per cent. lower than a year ago, while 
four of the Gulf and Mississippi Valley 
States—Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas and 
Arkansas—show an average of 5.75 per cent. 
less than a year ago, with Tennessee the 
sume and Alabama 12 per cent. higher than 
last year. This comparison with last year 
indicates the same as the previous one, that 
taken by States, the government report is 
less favorable than the general average, and 
that the chief loss, compared with a year 
ago, as well as with last month, is in the 
chief producing States. 

This makes a more decidedly bullish report 
therefore than at first sight appeared, both 
on cotton and its products, and reduces the 
ultimate prospects to but little, if any, larger 
crop than last year, although the present will 
be much earlier than then, owing to earlier 
planting and the excessive heat which is 
more rapidly maturing the crop than usual. 
This means also an earlier movement of both 
cotton and seed, which makes buyers of oil, 
as well as the fiber, hold off, and in, for the 
near future a bear argument that 
largely to offset, so far, the effect of the gov- 
ernment report, which this time confirms pri- 
vate reports of general and extensive injury 
to the crop, in every State except Georgia. 

From the foregoing careful analysis of the 
crop returns and situation, threfore, cotton 
oil would appear already to have reached 
the new crop basis, compared with last year, 
so far as its value depends upon its own pro- 
duction or supply, and were it not for the 
cheaper prices of its substitutes, tallow and 
lard, the present basis might be considered as 
au pretty safe one on which to go into the 
new crop year. But so long as demand for 
cotton oil is largely regulated as now and 
for six to nine months past by those two 
substitutes, the prices of the latter must be 
almost as important factors in fixing the fu- 
ture value of cotton oil as the crop of the 
latter itself. The situation for the present 
therefore seems to remain practically un- 
changed for cotton oil, notwithstanding the 
improved crop conditions, which may have 
their proper influence later in the crop year. 
As to business, either on the spot or in fu- 
tures, the market has been absolutely a 
“waiting’’ one, as characterized in the cap- 
tion of this article, while prices have re- 
mained practically as at the close of our last. 
A few 100-bbl. lots only have been reported 
to this writing, on the basis of 23c. for 
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prime summer yellow, to fill old export con- 
tracts or a few scattering domestic orders, 
while buyers’ views, when expressed at all, 
have been on the basis of 22\4%4c. In bulk 
nothing has been reported, and, in fact, every- 
thing but yellow has been practically nom- 
inal. Futures could scarcely be bought on 
the spot-price basis, as was the case three 
weeks ago, yet we hear of no demand, and 
they are still more nominal than spot. The 
whole market is a “stand-off”? between buy- 
ers and sellers, 

Since the above was written the market 
has eased off slightly in sympathy with the 
eotton and lard markets, with a little more 
spot business doing in prime summer yellow 
at 22%@23c., making sales for the week of 
600 to 1,000 bbls. at these prices. But noth- 
ing whatever has been reported in tanks, 
spot or forward delivery. On the other hand, 
there have been rumors of some forward 
sales in barrels of prime summer yellow, 
new crop, but neither the amount nor price 
has even been indicated, although the latter 
is supposed to have been at a slight pre- 
mium over the spot price of old crop, as 
against the same price for both on the first 
new crop sales a month or more ago, before 
the damage to the crop had been done, or at 
least generally admitted. In white there has 
been nothing but jobbing sales reported at 
jobbing quotations, and other kinds are nom- 
inal at the prices of last week’s close, gen- 
erally. We quote at this writing 224%4€@22%c, 
bid, 23c. asked, prime summer yellow, the 
inside bid by exporters, the outside by home 
trade; off yellow, 224%4@22%jc, nominal; 
prime white, 2514c. nominal; job lots sell- 
ing at 26c., crude 19@20c., in barrels, and 
not quoted in bulk; neither butter stock.

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ROTTERDAM ITEMS. 


Rotterdam, Aug. 4, 1896. 

The expected and wanted improvement in 
the demand of provisions generally has failed 
to come. Records have been the feature of 
the week, light fatbacks having been offered 
« i. f. here below tweuty florins, at which 
price nothing, or very little, has been trans- 
acted. The rather large stocks of old and yel- 
low bacon, the cut of which has been in slow 
demand all during this year, have gradually 
heen cleared, and it is expected that ere long 
it will be replenished with fresh stuff. The 
market has been slowly but surely reacting 
from the low basis of price, since the end of 
this week, and should the improvement prove 
to be healthy, the buyers will come in the 
market, even at higher prices than those rul- 
ing at present. 

Stocks and the situation of domestic bacon 
are unchanged compared with a week ago. 
Germany has not been in the market for 
bacon at all, but seems to want light picnic 
hams, for which there has been quite a de- 
mand and fair quantities ordered of firms at 
this place. Cattle and hogs have been in 
fair demand at unchanged prices and average 
receipts. Diseases among both of them have 
been reported in a small degree. Exports of 
eattle during July amount to 725 cars, com- 
pared with 262 cars a year ago, which makes 
a total of 7,250 heads exported last month; 
20 cows which showed symptoms of illness of 
some kind were returned. At two different 
places in this country, abbatoirs have been 
erected to kill light weight hogs for the Eng- 
lish markets. Oleo oil has been in good de- 
mand, and though it was to be seen that the 
time when the quality is the finest is com- 
ing to an end, the inquiries came in such 
volume that an advance of from one to two 
florins everything offered was sold. 

Sales for the week amount to 5,400 tes., of 
which 600 sold on shipment; stocks amount 
to 1,280 tierces, shipments 10,295 tierces. On 
shipment transactions took place at 28 to 28.50 
florins, later offers were higher. At the end 
of the week Harrison sold at 30 florins; neu- 
tral lard, on the spot and on prompt ship- 
ment, sold at 24 florins; September-December 
shipment sold at 24.25 to 25 florins; cotton- 
seed oil unchanged.

The reason for this lack of partiality 
for our American meats is not difficult to find. 
They are heavy, rich and fat, while the Eng- 
lish taste demands and will pay for some- 
thing light, mild, sweet-flavored and 
streaked with lean.

The English people are 
great consumers of meat of this quality, pay- 
ing high prices for it to home, to Irish and 
to Danish packers and curers. It is almost 
the only European field into which American 
competition has not entered, and the fault of 
this lack of enterprise lies with our American 
farmer rather than with our packers. The 
latter are willing and anxious to secure a 
share of this high-grade trade, but they can- 
not manufacture a meat which will meet the 
requirements, out of our standard hog. They 
are willing to pay a good premium for any- 
thing that promises to make these desirable 
light cuts, at this writing 30c. per 100 Ibs., 
though about the only recommendation of the 
present run of light hogs, for the purpose 
wanted, is the sole fact that they are light 
Weights. 

If a genuine bacon hog, one bred and fed 
with that end in view, could be obtained in 
regular quantities, it would open up a new and 
highly profitable market abroad for American 
meats, and farmers could well afford to sup- 
ply such an animal. What is wanted, is a 
long, lean, smooth type of bacon hog, some- 
thing modeled perhaps after the Irish hog. 
Our breeders should experiment in crossing 
until such a type is established. The crossing 
of the improved Yorkshire with the Berkshire 
would furnish a good starting point, probably 
a more satisfactory hog than of the pure-bred 
now known to breeders in general. 

More breeding, however, will not make a 
bacon animal. If the ordinary American hog. 
no matter how fed, will not make satisfactory 
bacon, neither will a bacon type when given 
an exclusive corn diet. To get the bacon that 
is wanted, the breeders must first furnish the 
type, and the feeders must then so arrange 
the ration that it will contain a maximum of 
muscle and a minimum of fat, giving the 
sweet flavor and streaked meat which is the 
secret of the popularity of the Irish and Dan- 
ish bacon. A few eastern breeders, notably 
the Deerfoot farm, have long made a spe- 
cialty of bacon hogs for the fancy trade in 
our American cities, and have found it ex- 
ceedingly profitable. No doubt the domestic 
market for bacon hogs could be enormously 
increased, as well as trade.

COOKING AND ASSORTING OF 
CUTLERY BONES. 
eae ts (Copyrighted.) 

Among cutlery bones we class round and 
flat shin bones, thigh, buttock and blade 
bones. The principal requirements of good 
cutlery occasionally called “fancy” 
bones, are as follows: 

First—They must be clean and cut open 
on both ends without leaving any excess of 
the knuckle part. The solid part of the bone 
alone is valuable for cutlery purposes. The 
spongy ends, chips and dust obtained in cut- 
ting cutlery bones, are ground up into raw 
bone or are worked into fine grades of glue. 

Second—They must have a hard, smooth 
surface of a yellowish appearance, and 
should preferably be a little greasy. 

Third—They should not be chalky white, 
which would indicate too much cooking. 

Fourth—There should not be any cracks 
running lengthwise on the bone. 


bones, 


Fifth—The end cuts shall be sharp and 
smooth. 
Sixth—The bones must not show any black 


spots (blood stains). 
We intend to point out how bones should 


be cut to get a satisfactory product. A 
principal requirement in cutting bones is the 
bone saw; it is a circular saw made of good 
tempered steel, with six teeth to one inch, 
and it is also advisable to have the saw as 
large and as thin as possible; a thickness of 
about 1-16 inch and diameter of 24 inches 
give best results. When making 2,500 revolu- 
tions a minute the saw should give clean 
cuts without breaking off any pieces of the 
bone. A good saw should be used for cut- 
ting bones for over two years; when filed 
down to a diameter below 22 inches and 
thrown out, it could be used still for sawing 
horns, where a sharp and smooth cut is not 
essential. It takes six weeks and more to 
teach a man how to cut fancy bones proper- 
ly; not too short and not too long; a good 
sawyer can make 1,600 cuts per hour. The 
saw must be solidly fitted to the shaft to pre- 
vent vibration or causing cracks in the saw. 
Such cracks are dangerous, especially if of a 
circular shape, and a saw of this kind is 
therefore useless, and must not be used if ac- 
cidents are to be prevented. 

Round and flat shins must be cut about 16 








| inches long. The cut bones iin from the 
sawyer are soaked in cold water until all the 
| blood is leached out of them, and then they 
are cooked. Round and flat shin bones re- 
quire from three to five hours’ cooking; round 
shins always less than flat shins, according 
to the age and quality of the cattle. Cutlery 
bones are sometimes punched to extract the 
marrow from them before cooking. Some 
packing houses do not consider the punching 
necessary, and claim to get just as goed re- 
sults without it. The time required for cook- 

ing these bones is seven to eight hours. Thigh 
bones require less time ¢dhan buttocks and 
| shoulder blades. After being cooked these 
bones are washed with hot water as thor- 
oughly as possible to remove the grease and 
meaty fibre, and are then dried. The drying 
process is a difficult problem, as bones crack 
at a temperature above 70. F., as well as 
below 32° F.; they crack even at a lower 
| temperature than 70° if dried too fast; 
| cracked bones are useless for cutlery pur- 


poses. The dry bones are inspected and as- 
sorted. Flat shins receive no further sort- 


ing, except that overcooked bones are thrown 
out. Round shins and thigh bones are fre- 
quently spoiled by blood stains originally 
caused by shackling. Bones must be scraped 
off while they are wet, as that is the best 
time to do it. Cracked and overcooked bones, 
such from very small cattle, 
must be thrown out and ground up into fer- 
tilizers or used for the manufacture of glue 
or gelatine. 

Cutlery bones are sold by the ton and by 
the average weight of 100 pieces. Flat shins 
run about 38 Ib to 100 pieces, round shins 
52 ib. There is no assorting of blade bones. 
Buttock bones are required to average 80 Ib 
to 100 pieces. Thigh bones are assorted by 
the lengths only, in two grades over 9 inches 
and under 9 inches. Thigh over 9 
inches average 100 Ib, thigh bones of 9 
inches about 80 Ib, and thigh bones below 9 
inches 70 Ib. 

On the front legs of the bullock are 
shoulder, blade and flat shin bones, and on 
the hind legs buttock, thigh and round shin 
bones. A great deal of these bones are 
shipped annually to Europe and come back 
to this country again in the form of plates 
and buttons, ete., and though double freight 
is paid on these goods, which seem to com- 
pete with American labor on account of the 
low tariff; during high tariff times the great- 
est part of the bones are worked up in the 
United States.

SOAP MAKING. 
No. 4. 

Changes of temperature have an injurious 
effect upon a finished pan of soap, and for 
this reason a cover is advisable, especially 
in winter time. The cover will have the ef- 
fect of preventing the batch from cooling too 
rapidly. 

On the third or fourth day the soap is 
pumped from the pan to the crutcher, where 
the silicated water or other solution is added 
when the pan is ready to be cleansed. At 
this time it will be seasonable to call the at- 
tention of the trade to a very excellent de- 
vice peculiarly well adapted for pumping

THE TABER KOTARKY PUMP. 


Care must be exercised with regard to the 
quantity of water introduced, as well as the 
degree of strength which it must possess, 
the exact quantity and grade respectively 
being gauged by the nature of the soap to be 
made. In this connection, a deviation from 
the exact needs of the case will prove serious, 
and, therefore, the utmost precaution will be 
needed in carrying out the instructions as 
herewith given. The quantity of silicated 
water, therefore, varies according to the 
character of the soap to be made. For the 
mest superior quality 5 per cent. has been 
found to suffice. In this connection, how- 
ever, practical soap makers have realized 
that a lesser quantity than that just specified 
would cause the resultant soap to be rough, 
while presenting an unseemly mottled ex- 
terior, rendering its sale difficult, if not im- 
practicable, for the purpose intended. The 
very best soaps which can be made, when 
taken from the pan and put into frames, 
lacking this silicated water, will develop un- 
desirable results exactly as described. In 
the event of the quantity of the liquor being 
fixed at 5 per cent., the strength should be 
about 4° F. at boiling point. 

Here again the necessity of absolutely ac- 
curate instruments of a scientific character 
becomes essential. For testing the strength

In this 
respect, however, the manufacture of appli- 
ances and devices relative to soap making 
coming within the scope of this well known 
firm embraces the entire field comprised in 
soap making, concerning the special features 
of which, to which are adopted for certain 
classes of work, we will have further con- 
sideration to accord as we proceed.

says: “The soap in the pan consists of two 
totally different kinds, the soap proper, as it 
is called, and its nigre. In the use of a clean 
pan—that is to say, a pan containing nothing 
at the outset of the operation—taking, say, 
ten tons of tallow and three tons of rosin, 
the result would be about fourteen tons of 
pure soap and six and a half tons of settlings 
or nigre. The difference in the pure soap 
and the nigre is palpable. If by any acci- 
dent even a small quantity of the latter 
should be pumped out with the pure soap, it 
will be necessary to return that part which 
is so mixed to the soap pan to be remade, its 
general appearance and hardness being se- 
riously affected.”

COMMON SALT IN THE SOAP IN- 
DUSTRY. 


One of the materials which find extensive 
use in soap making is salt, or, as the chem- 
ists call it, sodium chloride. This is a com- 
pound of the metal sodium and the gaseous 
element chlorine, in the proportions 39.32 per 
cent sodium, 60.68 per cent. chlorine, and 
having the formula NaCl. 

It occurs in sea water to the extent of 2.7 
per cent., and it is to this substance and the 
magnesium chloride that sea water owes its 
saline taste. Salt occurs in large deposits in 
a solid form—“rock salt’”—in many places in 
this country—at Norwich, Middlewich, Wins- 
ford, and other localities in the county of 
Cheshire, at Droitwich, in Shropshire; Fleet- 
wood, in Lancashire; Middlesborough, in 
Durham, and in other places, at all of which 
it is either mined or pumped up in the form 
of brine. Rock salt contains a few impuri- 
ties; of a Cheshire sample, as shown in the 
following analysis:

but varies considerably. 

Salt is purified for domestic use and in- 
dustrial purposes by dissolving the rock salt 
in water, or taking the brine as it is pumped, 
clarifying by filtration or settlement from any 
insoluble matters, boiling down in large pans 
and fishing out the salt which deposits as 
the boiling progresses. Upon the rapidity of 
the boiling depends the form of salt which is 
obtained. A rapid boil gives the fine 
grained salt used for domestic purposes, 
while a slow boil gives rise to the large 
grained salt used for other purposes. In the 
soap industry the latter is the form usually 
employed. 

Salt thus prepared is almost pure, and con- 
tains but small traces of other substances. 

Pure salt is a colorless and transparent 
solid, crystallizing in cubes. These are 
slightly hygroscopic on exposure to the air. 
They are soluble in water. The solubility is 
not great, nor does it increase to any marked 
extent with rise of temperature, as is the 
case with most other soluble bodies. At 0° 
C. 100 parts of water will dissolve 35.5 parts 
of salt; at 25° C. 36.1 parts, and at 110° C. 
(the boiling point of salt solutions), 40.3 parts 
of salt.

"Salt is used in the soap trade for freeing 
the soap formed by the saponification of the 
fats with alkali from the excess of alkali 
used in the manufacture, and from the glyc- 
erine formed in the operation. Its use de- 
pends upon the fact that while soap is soluble 
in pure water, or in water containing but a 
small quantity of caustic soda, ete., in solu- 
tion, it is not soluble in water containing 
much salt in solution; hence, when either 
salt itself is added to the soap pan, and be- 
comes dissolved in the lye, or brine is added, 
the soap is thrown out in curds when suffi- 
cient salt or brine is added for the purpose. 
The quantity cannot be definitely fixed, as it 
varies with the character of the soap and 
the fats it is made from. Cocoanut oil soap 
takes much more sak than a cotton oil soap, 
and this more than either a tallow or palm 
oil soap. Then the excess of alkali employed 
has some influence by reducing the quantity 
of salt required; while also the proportion of 
water to soap in the pan increases the quan- 
tity of salt according as it is much or little. 

The salt may be recovered from the spent 
lyes by a process of evaporation.—English 
Exchange. 


HANDLING OF ENGLISH MEATS 
FROM LIVE HOGS TO PACKING. 
No. 3. 

LONG CUT HAMS should be trimmed as 
follows: Shank cut off at the first joint just 
below the hock, hip bone separated at rump 
with knife, butt left full, flat, 
rounded; -hip bone bared and 
full, but not faced. 

SQUARE SHOULDERS trimmed as fol- 
lows: Cut from side three ribs wide, shank 
cut off just above knee joint, butted to lean; 
breast flap cut off, blood vein raised and cut 
out. Clean, even flat shoulders are always 
the most desirable. 

THE CURING AND PACKING of the 
two foregoing cuts is similar to method pur- 
sued with side meats referred to in our pre- 
vious article. The use of a pump is a matter 
entirely at option of curer. Some would not 
use a pump under any consideration, and 
others wouldn’t be without one. Perhaps the 
main feature in favor of pumping is that the 
meats are cured quicker, hence less expen- 
sive, and more storage room on top, which 
latter is quite an item. Possibly the pump 
has come to stay, though only in certain 
lines. 

SHORT CUT HAMS should be trimmed 
as follows: Leg cut off a trifle above hock 
joint, ham faced on killing bench, nicely 
rounded to hench bone, trimmed even, not 
flush or undercut. Truly one of the nicest 
hams made in every respect; 12 to 16 ID aver- 
age. Always in demand. 

NEW YORK SHOULDERS should be 
trimmed as follows: Shank cut off between 
knee joint and brisket, separated from side 
so as to expose the edge of the blade, butted 
to feather, breast flap cut off, neck nicely 
trimmed. 

THE CURING AND PACKING as fol- 
lows: Short cut hams packed in tierces at 
295 Ib if not pumped, and 300 Ib if pumped. 
Regulation tierce will contain about eleven 
gallons liquid besides meats. There are so 
many formulas for curing it would be impos- 
sible to go over the list in this article; how- 
ever, we will give a few of the best known. 
If meats are wanted in a hurry and mild 
cure is not imperative, pump with as strong 
a pickle as can be made, adding saltpeter to

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saturated solution of salt; throw into tierce 6 
Ib sugar, 12 ozs. saltpeter and 5 gallons cold 
saturated solution boric acid, which means 
approximately 114 ID acid; head up tight and 
fill with 70° pickle; store in temperature of 
50° F.; roll well when packed, and, if pos- 
sible, in five, ten and fifteen days. These 
meats will smoke in thirty-five to forty days— 
16-Ib average. A few remarks anent rolling 
would not be out of place. Where such is in 
a sense impossible, or rather impracticable, 
pack and roll one day and leave aside, say, 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours (when 
tierces will have absorbed some of the liquid 


others may have also leaked some), when 
bung may be knocked in, tierce filled up 
with pickle to overflowing, bunged tight, 


piled up and left until cured. 
every 


Meats will in 
tierce be practically floating, and if 
tierce is tight no rolling is necessary as all. 
Mere waste of time and to no end. 


This ar- 
gument applies to all tight packages of 
pickled meats. 

PREMIUM CURE FOR HAMS.—To 


each tierce use 20 ID fine salt, 6 Ib sugar, 
% ID saltpeter, 4 gallons cold saturated solu- 
tion of boric acid, which is approximately 144 
Ib acid; pack at 295 ID not pumped; fill tierce 
with water and roll well, after which ob- 
serve the old method of rolling every five 
days for the first twenty days, or, as sug- 
gested above. Such meats will consume 
actual maximum time curing, after which 
pickle may be drawn (shrinkage in one month 
about 5 per cent.), and tierces rebunged and 
blown to see if they are tight, and left as 
long as desired; the longer the better. An- 
other No. 1 cure is 18 ID salt, 44% ID sugar, 1 
Ib saltpeter, 5 gallons cold saturated solu- 
tion boric acid; pack at 295 Tb and fill tierce 
with water. Do not pump. Observe foregoing 
rule, storing at temperature of 40° F. steady. 

NEW YORK SHOULDERS may be 
treated in much the same manner, except 
that 290 ID is sufficient, not pumped; 295 Ib 
pumped. The use of water instead of pickle 
is objectionable to some packers, others pre- 
fer it. The use of the saturated solution of 
boric acid removes to a great extent the ob- 
jection to water instead of pickle, as in the 
process of rolling to water each piece of 
meat has been completely covered with said 
solution, and as marrows are rarely extract- 
ed, the objection may be said to be entirely 
removed, unless deep-rooted, as such objec- 
tions frequently are. 

The two foregoing cuts may be packed in 
the same manner, after being drained and 
well wiped, as mentioned in previous articles, 
Allowances should be made in accordance 
with gain, keeping on safe side always, as 
the trade on the other side of the Atlantic 
are not slow to take advantage of anything 
“sticking its nose above water.” Hams will 
shrink while draining about 2 per cent. and 
New York shoulders about 3 per cent. . 





ALLOWANCES.—When meats are packed 
in salt an allowance of 1 per cent. is ample, 
providing meats are not in very bad shape 
coming from cellar. When using salt for 
packing about 8 per cent. is ample, except on 
fat backs and such meats, when any amount 
of salt may be used which prevents rancidity 
in storage, and also shrinkage, when meats 
are held over or reshipped to the Continent. 
When packed in borax dry salt meats may, 
if properly wiped, be packed at actual 
weights or better. Allowances are made on 
sweet pickled meats, as before stated, in ac-

CATTLE SLAUGHTERING AND HAND- 
LING OF PRODUCTS. 
No. 5. 


Previous articles treated of “canning cat- 
tle,” so we will revert to No. 1, or export 
cattle, which should be handled in the 
slaughter house in the same way as “can- 
ners,”’ except that perhaps a little more pains 
be bestowed thereon, as, for instance, 
trimming off bruises and spots. Hindquar- 
ters should be well washed in lukewarm 
water in which a handful of borax has been 
dissolved, and so on down the carcase, taking . 
care that all veins have been stopped run- 
ning before leaving beds, as if allowed to go 
to chill room running beef will show very 
undesirable marks not tolerated in a first- 
class market. 

Flanks should be nicely scored and tucked, 
A first-class man as splitter is. very im- 
portant, as a great deal depends upon this. 
The mere splitting of the bone is not enough, 
it should be split even and smooth, to effect 
which the chopper must be kept in first-class 
order. Fin bones of chime should be cracked 
midway between chime and point of fin, 
which can be done most neatly with point of 
chopper, with a little practice. If the op- 
erator is not sufliciently practiced use a saw 
and beat over the fins with the flat of the 
chopper; this will throw up the muscles of 
the beef and give it a much better appear- 
ance, both in chill room and market. This 
should be done prior to the last wiping down. 
All excess of fat should be trimmed off. the 
inside gf the brisket, also fat from the stick- 
ing vein, and neck piece well trimmed and 
wiped off. The thin skirt from the ribs neat- 
ly removed. The veins under the kidney fat 
should be thoroughly drained before running 
a carcase to the chill room, or otherwise 
they will stain the forequarter, detracting 
much from the appearance of same. Especial 
pains should be taken to pump the shoulder 
veins in this class of cattle, as probably noth- 
ing is so disgusting as to expose in retail 
market large clots of congealed blood when 
cutting. As to scoring forequarters, the 
writer has seen plates from good cattle al- 
most destroyed by some “fancy’’ butcher 
carving flower patterns on forequarters, 
which should never be done, as such is very 
detrimental to the plates, and does not add 
anything to the value of same, as all plates 
from this grade of cattle are now used for 
packing principally for export, and if scored 
as above mentioned, when cut and packed, 
will come out of pickle looking much the 
same as a bunch of strings, and if there is 
any dirt in barrel or pickle same will find 
lodgment therein every time, rendering the 
meat of a very uninviting appearance, coarse, 
as it were, and most carelessly packed. Two 
or three light scores are sufficient, and placed 
so that they will come near the mark when 
eut for packing. Most of our retail butchers 
of to-day sell their plates to the packer, and 


he it is who appreciates these remarks anent 
scoring. 

These cattle should be left in an intermedi- 
ate room of about 50° F. for six or eight 
hours, or until set and dried off, after which 
they may be sent to chill room, 35° to 38° 
F., in which temperature there is little dan- 
ger of sliming, unless from a poorly -con- 
structed room with faulty circulation, which 
occurs too often through inexperience of 
architect and superintendent of erection. It 
is of vital importance in the packing trade to 
have all chill rooms properly and scientifical- 
ly constructed, as by paying attention to this 
great losses can be averted.

* John Bich, who some years ago was in 
the packing business in Chicago, died re- 
cently. 

* L. L.. Lyon,. representing the Colorado 
Packing and Produce Company, has been vis- 
iting New Mexico, 

* The smoke house of Chester Moss, on 
South Hayes avenue, Sandusky, O., has been 
destroyed by fire. 

* O. W. Kelly is conducting a slaughtering 
and pork packing establishment on his ranch 
near Lewiston, Mont. 

* The plant of the East End Provision 
Company, Pittsburg, Pa., burned on Saturday. 
Loss, $30,000; partly covered by insurance. 

* Fire in Hormel’s packing house, Austin, 
Minn., burned out the upper part of one build- 
ing and damaged meats and building to the 
amount of $1,500. 

* The 86,013 hogs received at Chicago last 
week averaged 251 lbs., against 244 Ibs. the 
week before, and 247 lbs. a month ago and 
235 Ibs. last year. 

* Parisian lovers of horseflesh devoured 
more than 30,000 horses last year. In 1894 
the number was 21,227, in 1878 it was 10,000, 
and in 1872 5,034.

(N. Y.) Beef Company, have sold their inter- 
ests to the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Co. 
The new proprietors have leased the refrige- 
rators for one year with the privilege of ten, 
and retain Albert Rowe as their manager. 

* The dispatches regarding the fire at Swift 
& Company’s Kansas City plant last week ap- 
pear, on investigation, to have been grossly 
exaggerated. There was much salvage and 
only the smokehouse was damaged. The loss 
on the stock will be merely nominal and the 
necessary repairs to the damaged building can 
be effected for $7,000 or less. 

* “G. F. Swift and other Chicago packers 
say they have received no detailed informa- 
tion concerning the test case decided at West 
Superior, Wis. Erick Bratt, a retail butcher, 
sued Swift & Co. for refusing to sell him 
meat and secured a verdict of $450. Bratt 
had refused to join the retail butchers’ union, 
and the latter threatened to close him up. He 





was notified by Swift, Cudahy, Armour and 
other wholesalers that they could not supply 
him with meat. The butchers’ union has 
formed a combination with others to appeal 
the case to the end. Seventeen attorneys have 
so far appeared in the case.”—Chicago 
“Times.” 

* Green Bros., Ltd., has been registered in 
England with a capital of £15,000, to acquire 
as a going concern, carry on and develop the 
business of Messrs. William Frederick Green 
and Arthur Horace Green, trading in co-part- 
nership as Green Brothers, at Nos. 64 and 65, 
Parade, Birmingham, as wholesale and retail 
pork butchers, ham and bacon curers, lard re- 
finers and general provision merchants. 

* Articles of incorporation of the St. Joseph 
(Mo.) Stock Yards Company have been filed. 
The capital stock is $500,000, one-half of 
which is paid up. The incorporators are: P. E. 
Parrott and H. M. Beardsley, of Kansas 
City; John Doniphan, Jr... C. M. Carter, FE. 
Lindsay, J. R. Sack and P. P. Welty, of St. 
Joseph. This is the reorganization of the 
Stock Yards Company, and a large number 
of improvements will be made at once. 

* Lidstone, Ltd., has been formed in Eng- 
land with a capital of £120,000, divided into 
75,000 six per cent. cumulative preference 
shares, and 45,000 ordinary shares of £1 each, 
to acquire, as going concerns, 12 meat and 
provision businesses, and the freehold and 
leasehold premises wherein they are carried 
on in various parts of London, with the ob- 
ject of working and developing the same under 
one administration. The concern will operate 
a number of slaughter houses. 

* The extinction of smoke in Kansas City 
was informally discussed again at a meeting 
held at the Midland Hotel and attended by 
Robert Keith, G. T. Stockham, Fred. E. 
Lally, P. S. Brown, Jr., and Superintendent 
Tourtellot of the Armour Packing Company. 
The committee which was previously appoint- 
ed was given two weeks further time to in- 
vestigate the subject of smoke abatement. 

“It is our object to get something cheap as 
well as practicable,” said G. T. Stockham, 
chairman of the committee. ‘It would be an 
insurmountable obstacle to the success of the 
of the movement to recommend the adoption 
of costly apparatus. Nor do we intend to 
make experiments. One of the chief purposes 
of the committee is to consult those who have 
been experimenting. Exact figures, not the- 
ories, are what we want. When the commit- 
tee has made its report, the fight against 
smoke will be laid before the city council, and 
a request made for prohibitive laws.” 

* Any packer, butcher or sausage maker 
who is a member of the Butchers’ Mutual 
Protective Association, and has ever had any 
trouble and loss by bologna or any kind of 
smoked sausage spoiling, not binding to-

* The plant of the East End Provision 
Company, Pittsburg, Pa., was completely de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss will amount to $30,- 
OOO, partly covered by insurance. The fire 
was discovered by the watchman about ten 
minutes past 6, just after the drivers had put 
their teams in the barn and gone home. It 
originated in the rear of the building, and 
quickly spread so that by the time the fire 
department arrived, the whole building was 
in flames. The drivers heard the watchman 
shouting and hurried back to rescue the 
horses, seven of which were stabled in the 
building. All the machinery was destroyed, 
and the main building completely gutted. The 
smoke house, pudding house and other out- 
buildings, with the exception of the slaughter 
house, were all destroyed. The origin of the 
fire is a mystery, as there was no fire about 
the premises except in the smoke house. Mr. 
Aul, one of the managers, said that this was 
most likely where the fire started, as it was 
on that side of the building where it was 
first noticed. The ice house was packed full 
of beef and pork, and the cellar filled with 
hams and bacon. This was all destroyed, and 
was valued at about $11,000. This, with the 
loss of machinery and plant, will bring the 
total to not much less than $30,000. 

* The members of Anchor Federal Labor 
Union, Kansas City, at a meeting held recent- 
ly adopted the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, The attempt of the Armour 
Packing Company to intimidate its employes 
is an outrageous assumption of authority, sub- 
versive of the rights of citizenship and danger- 
ous to our free institutions in the following 
particular, to-wit: By discharging men and 
women for refusing to leave the society 
known as the American Federation of Labor, 
whose aims and objects are entirely lawful; 
by intimidating voters and asking them to vio- 
late the secrecy of the ballot by declaring for 
whom they intended to vote at the approach- 
ing election; by discharging such as do not 
buy the products of the Armour Packing Com- 
pany for lack of loyalty to the company. 

“Resolved, That we denounce such actions 
as a crime against our natural rights because 
our wages are our own to spend where we 
please; our right to organize lawfully cannot 
be questioned; our right to secure employment 
is the fundamental security of all business and 
society; our right to vote is a constitutional 
right and he who seeks to interfere with it 
introduces corruption in our government and 
make merchandise of our right of citizenship; 
acts treasonable in their nature and deserving 
of condign punishment.”

The cattle receipts of Kansas City for the 
past week exceeded that of any week this 
year, yet we fell behind about 7,000 head in 
comparison with same week of last year. And 
while our prices were well sustained, even 
ut a fraction higher than the week before, 
for the four days early part of week—the 
prices 5@10c. lower two last days. The top 
price of week for choice dry lot steers being 
$4.50—last year corresponding week $5.50, so 
that prices are getting a little nearer together. 
With John Bull willing to pay 11@12c. for 
prime meat, the exporters had more heart 
to purchase, and at an average of about $4 
quite a number of good cattle purchased. In 
all 154 cars were shipped for export, against 
92 cars one year ago. EKastmans purchasing 
some 800 head and Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger Co. 722 head. Feeders paid very fair 
prices, but we are not sending forward as 
many as at this period of last year. Last 
week only 205 cars, 9 cars less than previous 
week, and 225 cars short of one year ago, 
when 430 cars were sent. Cows and heifers, 
natives, as ae, found ready sale at very 
steady prices. Good Western steers were sold 
at $3.65 to $3.35; a good string of mountain 
steers from Wyoming sold at $3.55. Of the 
cattle received some 22,000 classed as West- 
ern and natives, with 11,000 classed as Texas 
und = Indian ‘Territory. Prices of Tex xas 
steers ranged from $2.80 to $2.25—some “tail 
ends” as low as $1.75, but not many. Texas 
cows sold from $2.55 to $1.70—and a few 
scattering trash as low as $1.50. Cudahy, of 
Omaha, was quite a free purchaser in past 
week, sending up some 1,624 head of cattle 
to swell the cattle receipts of the Omaha 
market. Reports come from Texas that the 
demand for feeders is rather slack this year; 
evidently they are not going to change hands 
with the recklessness of last year; burned 
fingers dread the fire, and a good many fin- 
gers received severe burnings in the past 
four months.

It was rather an erratic w wh in prices, but 
on the whole a very good week for the ship- 
per. The packers were free purchasers and 
outside purchases fairly liberal. The ex- 
treme East made a good showing in light 
hogs. New York and Jersey City heading the 
list with 14 cars each. Chicago and Detroit 
each 7 cars, the Kingans, of Indianapolis, 5 
double-deck cars; St. Louis, Milwaukee, Ot- 
tumwa and Belmont 4 each; three other 
places 1 car each. The quality for the week 
fair to choice. The average weight 212 Ib, 
against 211 Ib for previous week, and 205 Ib 
corresponding week in 1895, against 220 ID in 
1893. Light hogs, 200 Ib and down, ranged 
from $3.05 to $3.25 (one day, Saturday, a 
few selling at $2.95), the lightest from such 
selling from $3.15 to $3.35. Mixed packing 
to prime medium starting out at $2.95 to 
$3.10, went to $3.10 and $3.15, then went 
down as low at $2.95 to $3.0244; heavy hogs, 
Mexico not being in the market, from $2. 83 
to $3, went as high as $3.10 to $3.20, but 
finally closed $2.85 to $2.95 on Saturday. For 
the week Monday saw tops $3.0714, bulk 
$2.85 to $3.05; Thursday reached high-water 
mark, tops $3.35, bulk $3.1 214 to $3.20—then 
downward, closing on Saturday at tops $3.20, 
bulk $2.90 to $3.10. Quite a little difference 
in price of one year ago, when hogs sold bulk 
$4.45 to $4.75; only the slight difference of 
$80,000 for one week. No wonder the farm- 
ers growl a little; but the farmers are get- 
ting more level-headed than to blame the 
packers for the slump in prices. They are be- 
ginning to realize that they got the best of 
the hog deal in the prices paid them in the 
last six months.

In fact, if the farmers would turn their at- 
tention to such it would give them consider- 
able spending money in the year for very 
little expense and trouble. Lambs were not 
as good as usual, say, for the week, common 
to fair ranging from $4.85, the highest paid, 





down to $3.50, with the exception of some 
culls. The bulk of receipts Western—from 
Oregon and Utah, the price, say, from $2.70 
to $2.60. Some only fit for feeders selling at 
$2.05 to $2.15. The evolution of the sheep 
business is now seen in Colorado and Wyom- 
ing. Some twenty years ago men invested 
large money in sheep herds—thousands_ in 
their flocks. The amount of wool sheared in 
Montana for this year the largest clip ever 
shorn—but the prices paid the lowest of all 
the past years. A fancy, choice clip brought 
10c., the bulk consigned to Eustern market 
at an advance of 5c. per ID from the commis- 
sion men. Some few clips sold outright at 
from 6c. to 8c. per Th. The clip estimated at 
over $12,000,000; half a dozen years ago that 
wool could have been readily sold at 10@12c. 
per Ib, a shrinkage in value of some $600,000.

Several workmen from St. Stevhen are at 
work putting up the buildings and work is 
to be pushed rapidly along so as to have every- 
thing in working order at an early date. 

—The cold storage and power generating 
plant, which the Messrs. Burdell of the Peta- 
luma Electric Light Power Company pro- 
jected for Petaluma, Cal., some time ago, is 


now assured. The proposed site is a large 


lot belonging to J. A. MecNear at the corner | 


of Hopper and Adams streets in East Peta- 
luma, opposite the railroad depot. The pro- 


jectors have accepted plans and specifications | 


for a large brick building, to consist of a 
bhoiler-room, a room to contain two engines 
with a total capacity of 250 horse-power, an 
ammonia ice machine of fifteen tons capacity, 
and a condenser of 250 horse-power, and a 
two-story wing in the seuth end for cold stor- 
age and offices. The cost of the plant is esti- 
mated in the neighborhood of $40,000. The 
company expects to have donated the building 
site and a small water frontage on the creek 
for coal bunkers. 

The troubles growing out of the Citizens’ 
Ice Company combine, Buffalo, seem as far 
from settlement as ever. As related in “The 
National Provisioner” at the time a petition 
was made to the Attorney-General last June 
in the name of George A. Ray, one of the 
former stockholders in the Buffalo Ice Com- 
pany, for the annulment of the charter of the 
Citizens’ Company on the ground that the 
sale of the Buffalo Ice Company's rolling 
stock had been made to the Citizens’ Com- 
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| pany without the consent of the stockholders 
lof the Buffalo Ice Company, and that the 
stock of the latter had been disposed of for 
the purpose of forming a monopoly. Mr. Ray 
Claims that four years ago the stock of the 
suffalo Ice Company was paying a dividend 
of 25 per cent., and says it has so depreciated 
that to-day it is not worth 5 cents on the 
dollar. He avers that this state of affairs 
lwas brought about by poor management, and 
while he accedes the right of those stockhold- 
ers who sold out, to dispose of their own 
stock, he says they had no right to dispose 
of his. He, moreover, claims they violated 
the law in neglecting to notify stockholders 
and obtain their consent before the sale was 
made. It was useless, according to Mr. Ray, 
| for the stockholders who did not acquiesce 
lin the sale to resort to the privilege which 
the law gives them to petition the courts for 
| the appointinent of a commission to appraise 
| the value of the stock at the expense of the 
company because he and the other stockhold- 
ers realized that the company was insolvent. 
The Bank of Buffalo is suing the Buffalo 
Ice Company in the Supreme Court for the 
recovery of $39,000, advanced from time to 
time on the company's notes, and if a judg- 
ment is secured the bank will foreclose a 
mortgage for $40,000, which it holds as col- 
laterial security for these notes. In an opin- 
ion handed down by Deputy Attorney-General 
Hasbrouck he says the transfer made of a 
part of the property of the Buffalo Ice Com- 
pany Was not made upon notice to the stock- 
| holders as the law requires, and he thinks 
the petitioner makes a case which warrants 
the use of the State’s corrective power. He 
adds that he has no doubt but the Attorney- 
General has a right to bring an action to dis- 
solve all the corporations alleged to be in the 
|} combine, but he questions the advisability of 
taking such a step during the present distress 
among the holders of domestic corporation 


stocks.

This causes a weak demand, even when re- 





ceipts are light, and makes business uncertain | 


and irregular. The English are obstinately 
slow in adopting anything American, even 
though to their great advantage, and seem 
naturally inclined to follow in the ruts made 
by their Saxon ancestors. Some meat dealers 
are now putting in coolers, and it is hoped 
that the ice is broken, so to speak, and that 
the system will become general.—“Daily Droy- 
er’s Journal.”

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CHICAGO PROVISION REVIEW. 


SHORTS RUN TO COVER. 

Wednesday morning at 9:30 saw the pro- 
vision pit crowded to its full capacity with 
excited brokers and frightened shorts, who 
had been filled up with all kinds of rumors 
as to what the Canadian syndicate were go- 
ing to do with September pork. The “Mon- 
treal Bulletin” has been full of gossip about 
the deal and what the 





Canadian longs were 
going to do to the Chicago shorts. The 
morning papers also added fuel to the fire 
by publishing alarming stories about the great 
holdings of the so-called syndicate, estimat- 
ing them all the way from 250,000 to 400,000 
bbls., saying how easy it would be to de- 
mand the pork, and as there are only 128,000 
bbls. here, run the price up several dollars a 
barrel. It certainly had its effect for a short 
time. The market opened at $7.45, 20¢. a 
barrel higher than it closed, and in five min- 
utes had advanced to $7.65. But at this 
point it seemed as though every one had pork 
to sell and no one wanted to buy. The de- 
cline to $7.40 was in drops of 5c. a barrel, 
but from that point to $6.35 there were very 
few trades. Brokers with stop-loss orders 
considered themselves fortunate if they exe- 
cuted them within 80c. or 40c¢. of their limit. 
86.55 proved to be the low point of the day, 
and from that figure to S7 the second ad- 
vance wus nearly as rapid as the decline. 
The market finally closing at $6.85, 40c¢. a 
barrel lower than the day before. Thursday 
the range was 50c. a barrel, opening at $6.85 
and selling steadily down to $6.35, closing at 
$6.40. That there will be a corner in Sep- 
tember pork, or that the holdings of the 
Canadians are anywhere near as large as has 
been advertised, is not believed by well 
posted parties. They were probably long in 
the neighborhood of 80,000 bbls.. that cost 
them from $9.50 a barrel down to $6, and 
some of that was sold out in the past few 
days, as Geddes-Kirkwood (who are sup- 
posed to represent them), were free sellers 
above $7.25, and also replaced some of it by 
buying around $6.50, making a good scalp 
and reducing the cost of their holdings. Par- 
ties who seriously thought of cornering the 
market would not be_apt to start in nearly 
two months before the end of the option ad- 
vertising the fact broadcast over the country, 
xiving names of holders, amount of holdings 
and calling on all other holders to communi- 
cate with them. Then cornering the market 
is not the easiest thing in the world. They 
would have to take probably 150,000) bbls., 
including the stock in Chicago, and what 
would be brought there from other Western 
packing points. On Oct. 1 this would all be 
“old pork,” and not deliverable on future 
contracts. The only way it could be got rid 
of would be to sell it to the strippers at $2a 
83 a barrel discount under new pork. The 
amount of the discount would depend largely 
on the cash demand, which, so far this year, 
has been very light. It don’t look like a very 
good year to load up, and about the only bull 
urgument at present is the price. There is 
no scarcity of anything. Last year we raised 
2.190,000,000 bushels of corn, and the cribs 
of the West are full of it yet. This year we 
are practically assured of a 2,500,000,000 
crop right on top of the bumper one of last 
year. Corn to-day is selling in Chicago for 
25c. a bushel for September and 27e¢. for 
May, 1897. Farmers can get more out of it 
to feed it to hogs and sell the hogs at Ze. a 
Ib than shell it, haul it, pay frieght, com- 
missions, ete., which all have to come out 
of the price in Chicago. There will no doubt 
be some firm spots in the market and some 
advances. It won’t go down all the time. 


But when the advances come you will find a 
busy crowd putting out a line of short sales 
for the more deferred futures. It is not like- 
ly there will be as much activity in the Sep- 
tember pork option as there was last week. 
Commission houses are advising their cus- 
tomers to get out of September deal and put 
out their line for January, and to make their 
advice emphatic are calling for heavy mar- 
gins on September open traders and refusing 
to make any new ones for that month. <A 
prominent operator says: “I believe January 
pork will sell at $4 and lard and ribs at 2%. 
a Ib.” During the “razzle-dazzle” in Septem- 
ber pork the January option got as high as 
$7.60, but the packers and Cudahy were free 
sellers, and Saturday saw the price down to 
$6.85. Lard was helped and advanced from 
the low point of $3.10 to $3.55 for Septem- 
ber and $3.90 for January, but could not hold 
up under the free offerings, and Saturday 
was back to $3.12% and $3.424%. The most 
notable aioe of September pork was by 
Baldwin & Farnum and Wm, McHenry, sup- 
posed to be covering a short line for Charlie 
Wright. There was also good buying by 
Bartlett. Frazier, Rolson and Tom Bennett. 
On the advance MeLaine, Bodman, Carring- 
ton, Hannah and Schwartz-Dupee were good 
sellers. There will probably be some recovery 
from the low points that have been made, 
but an advance in the January option will 
meet with good selling by the crowd who 
have been so successiul on the bear side, 
while general business 1s so demoralized and 
the financial question,in the unsettled condi- 
tion it is. Investment buyers are scarce and 
the whole trade is very largely of a scalping 
nature. Bears are playing on their winnings 
and are confident and aggressive, while the 
bulls have been whipped so often that their 
courage has gone with their money, and their 
opinion is about ail they have left. 

Monday, although the receipts of hogs 
were quite heavy, at 34,000, some 6,000 over 
the estimate, the provision market started 
strong and so continued to the close of the 
day.

$6.2714, sold up to $6.60, and closed $6.57%4. 
January ranged from $6.871% to $7.10, clos- 
ing at the top. 

Tuesday it was evident there were. still 
some belated shorts in September pork who 
wanted to get in out of the wet, and in doing 
so ran the price up to $6.75, but as soon as 
their wants were filled and their support 
withdrawn the price quickly declined 30c. a 
barrel, closing at $6.45 September, $7 Janu- 
ary. Lard and ribs were quite steady; in 
fact, lard gained 24%c. per 100 Tb, closing 
$3.25 September, $3.62%% January; September 
ribs January $3.52, these pribes being 
the same as Monday. 

Wednesday’s market opened weak and 
a barrel lower, at $6.35, declined to 
5, and closed at $6.27. Lard lost 5e. and 
ribs 10¢. per 100 on the September option, 
and about half as much on January. The 
fear of a very tight money market is having 
its effect on the nearby option in provisions 
as well as grain, and this alone would have 
a very important bearing on the corner ques- 
tion.

Rodrigo, Cuba.—Such lards are made up 
of. tallow, cottonseed oil, stearine, bone 
grease, etc., bleached with “earth.” Being 
sold cheap, necessitates cheap stock being 
used. It is only fair to state, however, such 
stock is contrary to your informant’s asser- 
tion—good and wholesome being pure animal 
and vegetable fats and oils. 

Pickle, IHlinois.—Water weighs 8.339 Tb per 
gallon, wine measure, and will absorb 3.03 ID 
of salt, cold solution, testing 100° on salom- 
eter. Such items as these should be com- 
mitted to memory by every one interested in 
curing meats. On the other hand, one-third 
of a pound of boracic acid is all a gallon of 
cold water will dissolve. There is such a hy- 
drometer ir existence, which might be named 
a boricometer. 

Curer, ingland.—T he idea of low tempera- 
ture in curing meats is less care need be 
taken of same. The lower the temperature 
the longer the meats will be in curing; in 
fact, the process may be entirely arrested if 
the temperature be only low enough. Safest 
Way to carry meats when necessary. 

B. B. A., Charleston, 8. C.—Skippers are 
more the result of insufficient smoking and 
poor trimming than anything else. It is 
caused by trying to smoke the meat before 
it is properly cured. A ham ready to be 
smoked and properly cured must be at least 
sixty days old, and must be properly cured in 
a proper temperature. If the temperature is 
not right the length of time has no effect. 

M. R. J., San Francisco.—(1) Approximate- 
ly speaking, there are from 40 to 60 feet of 
casings in a hog, 80 to 100 feet in a sheep, 
and in a bullock as follows: Rounds, about 
100 feet, middles 25 to 30 feet, and bungs 5 
feet. (2) Bundles of New Zealand casings 
are put up in so many different ways that it 
is not possible to answer your question.
